Infilling 


From the top of the church tower, ycu have a view of the roofs and gardens of old Deddington. 
Many old houses had long or large gardens. These had sheds, stables or barns of little 
value, or just unwanted garden space. Their owners have been busy converting these into 
new houses. One or two are going up now in the Tchure. This process of occupying the 
more or less empty spaces within the village is called "infilling". It is allowed, ever. 
encouraged, by the planners, who refuse permission for building on the edge of the village, 
because it uses only space that was put to little use, as opposed to good agricultural land, 
and it is economical on services like drains, water connections, etc. 


How about some "infilling” in the church? If we have some under-—used space, should we not 
take advantage of it? Most of us sit in the centre of the church, where we can see and 

hear what 18 going on. Some sit in St. Thomas’ chapel, the south aisle, either because they 
arrive late, or because they have children, or because they want to get away quickly after a 
service. Some may sit in the front pews there because that is the sunniest part of the 
whole church. Hardly anyone sits in the north aisle. Even at the carol service at*Christma.. 
with over 300 people in church, we had only ten or twenty in that aisle, and they could have 
found space elsewhere. 


Ninfilling" cculd mean converting the west or rear end of the north aisle, now curtained 

off for a choir vestry and lumber room, into toilet facilities and a small kitchen. The 

rest cof the aisle could become a separate room, for worship in the winter, for children or 
other activities in the summer. We could incidently save on our huge fuel bills here. 

Last year we spent £1200 on heat and light. Are vie justified in spending so much, and under- 
using the space available, if we could separate the aisle from the rest of the church? At 
the moment, most of the heat goes up into the large clerestory with its large windows, and 
then out into thin air. 


How we could do this conversion job is a problem. The P.C.C. has a project before it now, 
and will be glad of any constructive views, Let us know what you think.

REPORT ON THE PARISH COUNCIL MEETING OF 26th MARCH 1980 
The Chairman, Clerk and ten councillors were present. 


Under matters arising the increase in the cost of mowing of the Castle Grounds was discusseu. 
It was agreed to ask the football club to share half the cost of £75. Also the Clerk 
reported correspondence from the Oxon Rural Community Council offering a prize of £150 to 

be awarded for the best sporting community effort. 


A letter had been received from the County Council concerning Hudson Street, stating that 
due to staff and money shortages, this was a low priority. The Clerk is to write saying 
we consi‘er this urgent to relieve the traffic on the main road and access to Hudson Street. 
Letters had also been received from Mr. Gilmore objecting to changes and from Mr. Greenwood 
“complaining that the problem was caused by the heavy traffic. 


A further letter from the County Council had been received stating that the lighting of 

the main road was programmed for this year and proposals would be available for public 
discussion, It was agreed that this item was to be put on the April agenda and an officer 
of the Highway Authority be invited to explain the scheme and receive comments. 


In correspondence the Heyfordian bus company to whom complaint had been made of the condition 
of the grass at the south end of the Market Plaee said that they were unable to turn 

properly due to car parking. The Clerk is to speak to the builders working on the corner 
property. 


Mr. Dodwell had written to complain of rubbish dumped in Satin Lane. This being a matter 
for the District Council the Clerk is to pass on the complaint. 


Mr. Garrett and Mr. Drake complained that the nameplates to the Tchure and Hudson Street 
were either broken or missing. These complaints are also to be passed onto Cherwell 
District Council. . 


Castle Grounds Play Equipment: The Parish Council was much concerned over the safety of 
the children's play equipment. After discussion it was agreed that the Clerk was to 
obtain estimates for building up the ground tarmac etc. Tt was also reported that the 
gate was unlocked and the fence at the West end broken. The Castle Grounds sub-committee 
is to attend to these items. 


Business signs: It was reported that businesses on New Street, namely High Street Garage, 
Priory [ce Cream Parlour and Acklands, had been instructed by Mr. Kent of the County 

Engineer and Surveyors Department to remove their portable signs from the grass verge. 
The meeting felt that although this may comply with the law, it was unnecessary and the Chet 
was to contact the Department to try to arrange a meeting.

The Windmill Site: The Chairman read the following prepared statement. 


Several Parish Councillors have told me that they distinctly remember my saying at a 
Public meeting last year that I hoped we could purchase the Windmill School for around 
£10,000. That hope has not been achievec, but an offer has been made for that part 

of the Windmill School which is quite adequate for our needs for £15,500, with a nominal 
rent payable for the plaving field. This is the offer the Parish Council is 

currently considering. 


Before any dedsion can be made it is necessary to establish exactly what our commitment 
will be with regard to services, boundaries etc. We must also get from the local 
planning authority permission to change the use of part of the school. Equally 
important we must establish that if this is done we. shall not have difficulties should 
the County Council sell for private building that part of the site not sold to us, and 
the then owners of those properties objecting to moderate noise and traffic arising as 
a result of the Windmill School being used by us. Only when these matters :-have .béen 
sorted out will it be possible for us to go ahead. 


In the meantime we have asked our architect Brian Bond of Hempton to draw up a plan 
of how we could use the Windmill School and to estimate what he thinks moderate 
alterations will be likely to cost. 


We have also asked Mr. Bond to look at the Castle Grounds and to give us his estimate 
of what it would cost us to drive a road from the highway to the Castle Grounds and 
create a modest Village Hall with a car park attached. Beacuse this land is subject 
to the authority of the Department of the Environment, the Clerk is in communication 
with them to establish if there would be any objection to our building on the Castle 
Grounds. 


I hope we shall have a lot. of information on both these sites by May 1980. Tt is 
during the month of May that Deddington has its annual Parish Meeting. For the benefit 
of people who are taking keen interest in our affairs and appear to lack detailed 
knowledge of how local government works, it is at that meeting that the public is 

.. welcome to ask questions, make suggestions and hear the Parish Council's point of view. 
I-hope that’ the Annual Parish Meeting in May will be the one which will make meaningful 
progress concerning the Village Hall project and that we shall have sufficient facts 
to sort out which, if either, site will be right for the village. 


Donald Welford 
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Mr. McKenzie asked what consideration had been given to the Castle Grounds as a site for a 
new village hall. Mr. Bond, in his capacity as Consultant Architect for the Parish Council, 
said that he had been asked to investigate costs for such a project and that to provide a 
building of the same floor area as that on the Windmill Site, access roads, services etc., 

he considered that it would cost in excess of £120,000 and that even to settle for less space 
it could not be done for less than about £80,000. The subject was not further discussed. 


The Chairman asked Mr. Bond to investigate in more detail the likely costs of the Windmill 
Site and to make recommendations as to the priority of the items.

On Wednesday February 27th, Mrs. Sawyer from Eynsham, Oxford gave us a talk on her early 
days serving in her grandfather's village shop. It brought back memories of those past days 
and past ways. 


She had several exhibits, a stove brush and zebrite polish, brickdust for knife cleaning, 
hearth-stone for doorsteps etc. scrub brush for floors. No washing machines in those days, 
just the rubbing board and small scrub brush. No washing powders, just soap, soda, starch 
and blue. I think the first on the market was Hudson's soap powder, sold in small packets. 
But we did have the dolly tub, and large wooden roller mangles with their back-breaking iron 
wheel handles. At the end of washday, the old. concrete coppers were hearth-stoned white 
with their well scrubbed lids. 


Mrs. Sawyer's shop sold everything from groceries to hardware. Lit by paraffin lamps, no 
floor space was left empty. There was chicken food, oats for the horses, dog biscuits but 

no cat food as pussy was expected to go mouse~hunting. From the ceiling hung pots, pans 

and pails etc. Little drawers on the walls contained seeds, spices, herbs, tobacco and snuff. 
Nails, screws and blakeys for boots and shoes. 


Mrs. Sawyer had large medicine bottles, pills and baby powders to show us. No health centre 
in those days, you cured yourself, saved money and the doctor's time. How we laughed at 
her tales of the customers. Some brought her their home-made wines, another gave her help- 


ings of plum duff. 


rhere were many characters, ae them, from old George with his trousers at half-mast to 
the rag and bone man on his old bike. Mrs. Sawyer has written several books well worth 
reading, for olds times! oN

LIGHTING OUR DARKNESS 
There is much interest and speculation in the village over the proposed changes to High Street 
anc New Street lighting, an area covering the Primary School to Chapmans Lane. Decisions 
will be made during the course of this year which could radically change both the day and 
night-time appearance of Deddington's main road, and less directly the whole of the village. 
Alternative schemes have already been put before.the Parish Council and these are summarised 
here for the benefit of those people, among others, who signed an open letter to the Council 
asking for consultations before decisions were made. 


At the outset it must be said that the County Council and Southern Electricity Board policy is 
to convert all street lamps, where possible, to a sodium light source,:and to replace time 
switches by photocell controls. The reason for this is to give increased illumination and 

at the same time reduce energy consumption and maintenance costs. What this means to us is 
chat the existing yellow tungsten lamps will be replaced either by orange or pink/gold light; 
and that lights will come on at cusk, stay on all night and go off at dawn, instead of operatinms 
for a fixed period only as at present. 


Two main alternatives are open to us: either to continue with footway lighting, though at:a 
brighter level than now; or -go for trunk road lighting. As many any of - you will remember this 
was argued out eight years ago and the decision then was to stick with footway lighting. 

The problems of 1972 are the same in 1980: road safety must have first priority, but the 
appearance of a lignting scheme and its effect on those living nearest to it must also be 
taken into consideration, 


Scheme 1, the original scheme, is to provide 14 footway lights, using existing columns 


where | possible. The lamps would be 35w low pressure sodium, the orange light such as we 
have on Hempton Road, Capital cost of this installation oould be £1764. 


Scheme 2, also for footway lighting, allows for hhe same columns as above, but with a high 
pressure sodium light source, giving a warmer pink/gold light. Installation cost in this case 
would be £2114. Energy cost would be double as the recommended lamps would be 70Ow, though 


we would also have twice the light output. Maintenance costs would also be double. 


scheme 3: Trunk Roa the County Council's proposal for a high amenity truck road 
lighting scheme has “accepted by the Department of Transport. Few details are yet 
available to us, though we are told it would not be the basic type such as appears on the 
main road at Adderbury. Instead a type recommended for historic towns and villages is 


proposed, and examples of this "masked floodlighting" can be seen in Woodstock and Burford. 


Height of the lamps is suggested to be &m (as opposed to the standard 10m) to be more in 

scale with the buildings fronting the road, and with same scope to utilise wall. mounted. 
lights depending on the availability of suitable fixing points and the consent of owners. 
Light source would be either high or low pressure sodium. 


What makes the Burford model attractive is that by day the fittings are inconspicuous, 
and at night the light is angled down on to the carriageway and is shielded from bedrooms 
behind, Height and spacing of the lights is irregular, in keeping with uneven frontages 
and roof lines. 


We are assured that if we agree on a scheme with the CC, the whole of the installation and 
future running costs will be met by the Department of Transport. 


Scheme | 4, a modified tank road ‘lighting ‘scheme consisting of Georgian type lanterns, such 
appears in Amersham High Street, was also investigated. In Amersham's case this was a 
compromise solution to which Bucks CC agreed on the understanding that Amersham was to pay 
for the scheme itself. “As a very well-off borough it is able to do this, Deddington is — 
not in the same happy position. 
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LIGHTING CONTINUED 


What happens next? The Parish Council is supporting OCC's proposals in principle. No 
immediate decisions can be taken as, in addition to securing Deddington's approval, the 
county authorities must reach agreement with Cherwell D.C. planning department, and the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. We expect that an OCC representative willattend the April 23rd 
PC meeting to make details of the proposal known, and public discussion will follow later, 
possibly at the May Parish meeting.

COUNCIL at a PACKED PUBLIC MEETING in the school just a few years ago, the public meeting was 
called by the parish council when other whizz kids were trying to persuade Deddington residents 
they needed double YELLOW Lines and other traffic restrictions and the residents said NO NO 

NO A THOUSAND TIMES NO we have no internal traffic problems keep all petty traffic restrictions 
from our streets. 


The other subject which seems to be concerning our councillor whizz kids is the provision 
of street lighting on the Main Rd, should it be Sodium or the type of lighting at Burford, 
Woodstock etc.? It is very kind of Mary Robinson whoever she may be, to present a report on 
street lighting to the Deddington whizz kids, but did the report include the approximate cost. 
My information is approx 3 times the cost of Sodium, The other fact is the type of lighting 
at Woodstock etc has to be mounted on BUILDINGS AT LEAST 20FT HIGH, there are few such 
buildings in Deddington High Street, and can you imagine asking Mr Forsyth for permission for 
same. 


The other important fact is that Woodstock lighting was paid for by PRIVATE SUBSCRIPTION 
perhaps one of our Deddington Councillors WOULD LIKE TO PUT HIS MONEY WHERE HIS MOUTH IS.

What is this life if full of care, 
We have’ no time to stand and stare?

A friend of mine was standing and staring under a tree not far from Deddington last week, 
when he heard a great rustling above him and down from the tree from some ten feet above 

him fell a fox, It ran away none the worse for its adventure. You never know what you may 
see if you are quiet and observant. A little muntjac deer ran across this same friend's 

path a week or so before the fox incident. Muntjac deer are not natives of this country but 
escapees from a deerpark, probably Woborn, where they were introduced from Java in the last 
century. They are small and jump very high for their height, and are successful at living 
Free in woods and parks of the Midlands and the Southern part of: England. 


Bishop and Mrs. Allen have been lucky in seeing the great spotted or pied woodpecker feeding - 
on bacon fat put out for tits in their garden. Several other people have reported that they 
have had a visit from this bird in their gardens. There would appear to be quite a few 
about, although it maybe the same one which enjoys food in the gardens of central Deddington. 


Coltsfoot, that yellow dandelionlike flower is one of the first harbingers of Spring. The 
flowers appear on a stout, scaley, purplish stem very early and before its heart-shaped 
leavessappear.. It has exceedingly long roots and is very difficult to get rid of if it 
gets a hold in the vegetable garden. But it flourishes best on waste ground. Early bees 
can be seen on a sunny day gathering pollen from the flowers, The Latin name for this 
flower is Tussilago farfara, Tussis is the Latin for a cough and cough medicine was made from 
this plant.
